City of Mexico, Feb. 
12.—Mexico's 
capital was torn asunder again today 
•by shot and sell. It was not until 9 
o’clock tonight that the fire in all quar 
ere ceased. 
Gen. Felix Diaz, in command of the 
rebel forces, fortified and entrenched 
in and around the arsenal, had held 
•his ground against the Federals. He 
had done more than this. He had sub­ 
jected the city to a more terrible bom­ 
bardment than that of yesterday. He 
had enlarged his zone of action and 
had sent forces against the National 
palace 
But tonight Madero was optimistic. 
Throughout the bombardment and the 
alm ost continuous rattle of machine 
guns and rifles, the 
President 
went 
about his work in the palace, appar­ 
ently unperturbed. He took counsel 
frequently with the Finance M inister, 
Ernesto Madero. From time to time he 
was in conversation with Gen. H uerta, 
the commander in 
chief, 
regarding 
plans of attack. His courage was great 
his confidence remarkable. 
Over at the arsenal Gen. Diaz calmly 
directed the operations. He character­ 
ized them as solely defensive. He, too, 
was optimistic. 
The number of dead and wounded 
can not even be estimated, but it is 
large. For two hours during the fore­ 
noon the rebel gunners rained shot 
and shell at the lofty structures of 
the city, from the roofs of which fed­ 
eral sharpshooters and machine gun 
men had attem pted to rake the insurg­ 
ents in the trenches and behind the 
barricades of the arsenal. 
Shells from the heavy guns were 
well limed, the explosions throwing 
perhaps hundreds of thousands of bul­ 
lets into the roofs, effectually clearing 
for a time at least, these buildings of

Governor Cruce. The resignation, ac­ 
cording to the governor, was uncon­ 
ditional. No one has been appointed 
to succeed 'Meyer, but it has been 
rumored that Ben Riley, secretary of 1 
the state election board, and J. C. Mc­ 
Clelland, member of the state bank­ 
ing board, are being considered for 
the appointment. 
Meyer denied that he had resigned 
unconditionally but stated this after­ 
noon that he had made a proposition 
through hic attorneys to the house 
that if th at body would withdraw the 
impeachment proceedings against him 
he would get out of the way. Meyer 
stated, however, that he had placed 
the m atter entirely in the hands of his 
attorneys. 
In a statem ent today Meyer said. 
“These charges have been framed 
. up against me and fl am tired of fac­ 
ing false accusers. 
I have gotten all 
j I want out of politics and I must de­ 
vote a little time to my family. These 
I charges are preying on the health of 
members of my family and I decided 
j that it would be best to have the pro- 
'ceedings stopped if possible.”
